Six-Hour Sugar Test 


By G. C. THOSTESON, MD 

Dear Dr. Thoateaon: What 
Is the meaning of the six-hour 
hlorxLsugar tolerance test for 
hypoglycemia, and can one be 
positive from just one tost 
that the blood sugar is nor¬ 
mal? - R.E.D. 

- The six-hour tolerance test, 
properly administered under 
controlled conditions, and cor¬ 
rectly, interpreted, is quite re- 
• However, sometimes 
one test may be pretty conclu¬ 
sive, another time it may not. 

• i’ll try to explain.why. 

Blood sugar represents the 
amount of energy being sup¬ 
plied by your blood. (The 
blood, of_ course, does many 
things other than just dis¬ 
tributing energy to the body.) 

If your system iq not eapa* 
ble of using up the blood 
sugar, that is diabetes, and a 
six-hour test (or often -a 
shorter test) ordinarily makes 
that disease distinctly clear, if 
it exists. 

Hypoglycemia, or low blood 
sugar, is somewhat the op- 
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posite of this but not -an 
exact opposite. 

The important point is this: 
when someone has hypoglyce¬ 
mia. he doesn’t have it all the 
time! Rather, there are 
periods in which the. sugar 
level dips to a quite low? figure 
— temporarily. Those are the 
times when the condition 
bothers a person sudden 
weakness, visual distur¬ 
bances. light-headedness, diz¬ 
ziness and other such symr>- 
/ toms. 

Here’s the wav the toler¬ 
ance test is performed. The 
patient is given a measured 
amount of dextrose ( sugar! 
on a fasting stomach. <The 
sugar is given in liquid 
form. > 


Then blood samples are 
taken at hourly intervals. The 
amount of the sugar will rise 
to a pfcak in about an hour, 
then drop off to the fasting 
level by the second or third 
hour. v ^ ,_„ 

If the test .is stopped at 
three hours, hypoglycemia 
may not be evident, iSome¬ 
times It will, hut often not.) 
Rather, a suddbn dip may 
occur sometime in the next 
three hours. The extent of the 
dip — how low the sugar level 
gftes is important, but so 
also is the abruptness of the 
dip. A gradual decline to a 
low level may not bother a 
patient, or may not bother 
him much, whereas the same 
decline occurring suddenly 
can bring on severe symp¬ 
toms. 

So that’s why 1 point out 
that the readings have to be 
interpreted with discernment. 

While we re on the subject, 
if diabetes Is present, the 
first-hour reading will be 
high, and after that the de¬ 
scent is slower.

VANCOUVER ISLAND COMMUNIT»- have 
v suddenly discovered there is no escape from 
the epidemic of heroin use that has been gaining 
dangerous impetus throughout the province for a 
decade or more. 

In spite of the warnings trumpeted through 
newspapers and commentators by medical, sociolo¬ 
gical and law enforcement agencies, a good mqnv 
people have continued to live in the belief that "it 
can't happen here." Remote and sober places, con¬ 
sidering themselves safe from exposure to this evil, 
have discovered not only its presence but the fear, 
misery and crime that are the inevitable com¬ 
panions of this malignancy. There is no immunity. 

“Vancouver Island’s heroin-using population 
skyrocketed 290 per cent in the last 12 months to 
1,244,” says a dispatch from Nanaimo based on fig¬ 
ures provided by the department of the attorney 
general. 

If this is not alarming enough, let it be remem¬ 
bered that perhaps the figure represents no more 
than a quarter of the actual number of users. The 
heroin habit is not something its practitioners are 
anxious to advertise. Moreover, a growing number 
of them are children, still dependent on parent or 
guardian, and. either afraid or resentful of dis¬ 
cipline, more than ever determined to hide their 
flirtation with disaster. 

Mayor Frank Ney In Nanaimo is shocked to 
learn that from 45 knpwn heroin users in 1970 and 
80 in 1971 his city now has a burden of 300 admit¬ 
ted addicts. He is pressing the provincial authori¬ 
ties for additional police for enforcement of the law 
against narcotics abuse. 

Provincial statistics show the Greater Victoria 
area has gained over the 150 known heroin users in 
1971 a total of about 400. But here again the fig¬ 
ures are apt to be a distortion of facts. There are 
well-informed persons ready to accept 1,000 as a 
more realistic estimate. 

If these figures in themselves are not suf¬ 
ficiently disturbing to rouse the public to a demand 
for faster, wider and mbre effective remedial ac¬ 
tion, perhaps their transformation into dollar cost 
would be more effective. 

On the very minimum basis of a capsule a day 
per user, Victoria's 400 consumers will spend near¬ 


ly $3,000,000 in a year. At $20 per capsule, the es¬ 
timated 10,000 users in British Columbia will need 
at least $70,000,000 in 1972 to support their habit. 

A large proportion of these unfortunate people 
will have to find sources other than normal earn¬ 
ings to pay for their devouring demand. They will 
steal and offer themselves in prostitution, add they 
will occasionally kill. And many will become traf¬ 
fickers in desperation. 

When Mayor Ney called on the provincial 
authorities for assistance in what he recognizes as 
a local crisis he was well advised, because any ap¬ 
peal to Ottawa would be fruitless. In spite of the 
fftet that. Health Minister John Munro insists the 
narcotics abuse problem is -a federal one, he has 
done little or nothing to meet it except for appoint¬ 
ing committees and commissions to examine and 
advise. The federal gpvemmcnt has not even found 
it expedient to match the $100,000 provided by the 
health branch of the provincial government to sup¬ 
port the methadone treatment centres program. 

_• Spurred by its intimate knowledge of the criti¬ 
cal nature of the heroin sickness, the B.C. Narcotic 
Addiction Foundation is tryirig hard with its limit¬ 
ed budget, to combat it. in addition to the Van¬ 
couver centre, treatment by methadone is available 
at clinics in Victoria, and, since Feb. 15,’ at Prince 
George. Both these are highly sensitive areas. Nan¬ 
aimo will get similar facilities on May 15. Clinics 
are proposed for Trail and the Coquitlam area—if 
funds allow. 

With a grant of $100,000 from Ottawa, to 
match the B.C. health contribution the program 
could be double. It would still be far short of the 
necessary minimum and only a fraction of the 
desirable level of commitment. 

Even given all the treatment centres needed 
today, that will not solve the problem of tomorrow. 
It is the trafficking in narcotics that must be the- 
rcal target of authority. The law must be an ade¬ 
quate preventive, aimed not against the susceptible 
victim Of the traffic, but the purveyor, the profes¬ 
sional pusher, and the faceless and conscienceless 
men who provide this poison. 

The longer Ottawa delays, the greater the cost 
to this country. Procrastination, too, can become a 
fatal habit. 


What Now, Mr. Peterson? 


'T’HOUGH MR. JUSTICE HINKSON of the B.C. 
A Supreme Court has upheld the provincial gov¬ 
ernment's ban on all advertising of liquor and to¬ 
bacco products within the province of British Co¬ 
lumbia, his findings do little to alleviate an area of 
confusion which has been growing steadily since 
the restrictive regulations were first applied eight 
months ago. 

The laws as they now stand are so broad that 
If they were to be enforced to the letter it would 
mean that at least 90 per cent of all publications 
coming into British Columbia would be prohibited. 

Attorney-GeneraljjLeslie Peterson has so far 
chosen not to bring the full strength of the law to 
bear on any publications other than British Colum¬ 
bia newspapers. Nor has he chosen to answer 
charges that because of this his government ad¬ 
ministers the law in a discriminatory — and there¬ 
fore undemocratic — manner. 

What Mr. Peterson has promised however. Is 
that as soon as the court ruling on "trie validity 
and interpretation of the legislation” is made he 
will prepare regulations clarifying the bans. The 
court has now completed its part (pending any ap¬ 


peal) and the public now awaits Mr. Peteson’s clar¬ 
ification. * 

In arriving at reguations governing the ad¬ 
ministration of the law the attorney-general will 
now be faced with deciding what action to take 
against the numerous publications (other than 
newspapers) from both within and without the 
province which have ignored the advertising ban 
since last September, when it was first enforced. 
These publications have continued to enjoy the ad¬ 
vertising revenue denied B.C. newspapers without 
so much as a slap on the wrist by the attorney- 
general 

Mr. Peterson will also .have the unpalatable 
choice of either continuing to discrimate against 
B.C. newspapers or imposing what will amount to 
complete censorship of practically all publications 
coming into this province. 

If he deterinines to enforce his own laws as 
they stand, British Columbia citizens will soon be 
denied buying at the newsstands such journals as 
the Reader’s Digest, the Globe and Mail. Maclean’s, 
Time. Punch, the Times of London, Life, Playboy, 
The New York Times, the New Yorker and Atlan¬ 
tic, to name but a few. 


A Stunning Setback 


Why Pompidou’s Gamble Failed 


P RESIDENT Georges Pom¬ 
pidou must now set about 
restorihg his battered pres¬ 
tige, after the stunning set¬ 
back in his attempt to rein- 
• force his authority at home 
and assert French leadership 
in Europe. 

★ * ★ 

Not even the most pessimis¬ 
tic forecasts had let the gov¬ 
ernment foresee that out of 29 
million French voters only 
10,500,000 would he. prepared 
to vote for the president in his 
Europe referendum. For dif-r 
ferent* reasons a record 
number of Frenchmen. 46 per 
cent, either abstained or 
spoiled their Voting papers. 

Never since the introduction 
o f univ ersal suffrage in 
France has the abstention 
rate attained such an extraor¬ 
dinarily high proportion. The 
nearest figure cited by ex¬ 
perts is a general election in 
1852 when 36.7 per cent of the 
voters stayed away from the 
polls. 

Pompidou has the reputa¬ 
tion of being a shrewd politi¬ 
cal operator but this time he 
. miscalculated ’ disastrously. 
He believed Europe was a 
safe, non-coritroversial, issue 
for a referendum to strength¬ 
en^ his pegipie and restore 
flagging confidence among 
Gaullist politicians-. He mis¬ 
judged the mood of his 
country. 

•'- What he failed to take into 
account is that the French are 
among the. most insular peo¬ 
ple in Europe today. They 
cannot be easily mobilized to 
vote on a foreign policy prob¬ 
lem. in any event, the whole 
issue of. the referendum, the 
enlargement of the Gammon 
Market, seemed artificial. 

Since the admission of BfF-

tain and of the other three 
candidate countries was by 
- now virtually an ac- 
complished fact, vast 
numbers of. Frenchmen saw 
no reason why they should 
vote for what seemed a mere 
formality. Admittedly Pom¬ 
pidou tried to widen the refer¬ 
endum’s significance by in¬ 
sisting that the vote was 
meant to express France's 
commitment to Europe. But 
this line merely confused the 
electorate. For years the 
.country's conscience has been 
impregnated by General tfc 
Gaulle's brand of nationalism. 
Pompidou's conversion to 
Furopeanism and to Europe¬ 
an confederation came far too 
suddenly to convince voters. 

Moreover the Gaullists' and 
their coalition partners 
seemed hopelessly mixed up 
about the kind of Europe that 
was their goal. The ultra¬ 
orthodox Gaullist defence 
minister; 1 Michel Debre, pro¬ 
claimed that the idea of a 
supra-national Europe was 
dead while Finance Minister 
Valery Giscard d'Estaing 
seemed to indicate that he 
was aiming at a real federa¬ 
tion of European states. 

Most of the ministerial cam¬ 
paign speeches consisted of 
vague generalities totally tin- 
suited to rouse the electorate 
from its state of apathy. An¬ 
other factor which Pompidou 
appears to have underes¬ 
timated is that large sections 
of -1 "Voters would abstain sim- 
ply to express th?ir discontent 
with the government-. 

„ They included shopkeepers 
. In revolt against taxes, 
settlers from Algeria with a 


surviving grudge against the 
Gaullists, wine-growlers want¬ 
ing better price protection, 
voters shocked by recent 
scandals blemishing the goy- 
ernment's record, and above 
all thousands of Frenchmen 
dissatisfied with their living 
conditions and their environ¬ 
ment. 

★ * * 

The referendum has turned 
out to be a huge success for 
Francois Mitterand, the new 
leader of the French Socialist 
Party, who although pro- 
European. urged abstention 
as a protest against the Pom¬ 
pidou regime. Certainly not 
all those who abstained were 
influenced by the Socialist 
stand. However it Is . highly 
significant that, for iastance, 
in Socialist-governed Mar- 
seilles the 60.9 per cent of ab¬ 
stentions and spoiled votes 
were well above the national 
average. 

The Socialists who only a 
year ago appeared to be disin¬ 
tegrating as an organized 
party seemed ttf»have staged 
an impressive comeback. No 
longer will the Communists b$ 
able to try to force them‘ into 
the posjtion of junior partners 
when the two parties resume 
their negotiations for a united 
front In the 1973 general elec¬ 
tion.* 

The Communists them¬ 
selves who were the only 
major political force favoring 
a "no” in the- referendum 
have no reason to be over¬ 
joyed -with the result. Al¬ 
though a certain number of 
extreme nationalists are be¬ 
lieved *t6 have voted “no” 
only 17.6 per cent pf the elec¬ 
torate followed the Commu¬

nists in the referendum. This 
was a mere 0.6 ‘per cent ad¬ 
vance over the votes obtained 
by their candidate in the_1969 
presidential election. 

However, one of the most 
significant features of the ref¬ 
erendum is that Pompidou 
this time obtained the support 
of even fewer voters than in 
the presidential election three 
years ago. Then 37.6 per cent 
of the electorate voted for 
him; this time the percentage 
slipped to 36.1 par cent- This 
decline is all the mote humi¬ 
liating because opposition 
leaders of the Centre, includ¬ 
ing the former presidential 
candidate. Jean Lecanuet and 
Radical Party leader Jean- 
Jacques Servan-Schreiber. 
were pro-Pompidou on this oc¬ 
casion. 

The setback now virtually 
rules out snap elections this 
year. Anticipating a sweeping 
victory. Gaullist politicians 
had been urging the president 
to dissolve Parliament and let 
their party cash the max¬ 
imum benefit from the refer¬ 
endum. Today It is far more 
likely that Pompidou will re¬ 
shuffle his government in an 
attempt to give the regime a 
new lease of life before daring 
general elections. 

★ ★ ★ 

Pompidou wanted to face 
his Common Market partners 
at the summit conference this 
autumn as a head of govern¬ 
ment massively endorsed by 
hia own nation. He Relieved it 
would give him sufficient au¬ 
thority to. claim Ja leadership 
role in Europe, koine of his 
supporters had '‘been saying 
that he was cdf out to be the 
first president of the Europe¬ 
an Confederation.

Yet it is sui¬ 
cidal for society to repress in¬ 
dividual ability for fear that it 
may be misapplied or because 
of a habit or a doctrine of 
egalitarianism. 

Since the end of the Second 
World War. the allocation of 
opportunities has been 
changed dramatically. Before 
1945. and to a still greater 
degree before 1914, there was 
a glaring inequality of man- 
m a d e opportunities both 
among the Western minority 
of mankind, as between one 
class and another, and be¬ 
tween ‘the Western minority 
as a whole and all the rest.

Ip pre-1914 Britain thers 
was a sharp social dividing 
line which, for those below it, 
was a ceiling, while for those 
above it, it was a launching- 
pad — supposing that they 
needed launching, which was 
not necessary if they hap¬ 
pened to be hereditary ren¬ 
tiers or heirs to a lucrative 
family business. For those 
whose parents were financial¬ 
ly and socially in a position to 
give their children a first-rate 
education, a child who was 
even moderately able, indus¬ 
trious. and wHl-behaved could 
be sure of having a satisfying 
career in one of the ''liberal

professions.” If he could not 
find a job that satisfied him 
at home, he could find it in 
the dominions or the United 
States or India or the colo¬ 
nies. The opportunities open 
for ability in pre-1914 Britain 
were fabulous for any 
member of the minority that 
was above the line. 

Since 19$5, the liquidation of 
the British and other West 
European colonial empires 
has justly transferred the 
once privileged West Europe¬ 
ans' former overseas opportu¬ 
nities to Asians and Africans 
who previously had been dis¬ 
qualified automatically like 
the majority of Europeans 
who were bom, below the in¬ 
equitable social dividing-line. 


In the last quarter of a cen¬ 
tury, Asian and African abili¬ 
ty has been given its chance. 
For the emancipated coun¬ 
tries, the result has not been 
uniformly happy. While Ken¬ 
yan Africans have gained by 
the change from the former 
British regime to Mr. Kenyat- 
ta's, Ghanaian Africans might 
have been happier if Dr. 
Nkrumah had not been given 
his chance. In the Indo-Pakis- 
tanl-Bangladesh sub-con¬ 
tinent. Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru and Mrs. Gandhi have 
been a good exchange for 
'British viceroys and lieu¬ 
tenant-governors. but _ the 
same claim could hardly be 
made on Yahya Khan’s- be¬ 
half. Nevertheless, on bal¬ 
ance, decolonializatjon has 
clearly been a good thing for 
the former subject Asian and 
African peoples. 


Meanwhile. in Western 
Europe, the world-wide de¬ 
mand for greater social jus¬ 
tice has been producing a sit¬ 
uation that is potentially ex- 
plosive. Decolonialization 
overseas, has had its counter¬ 
part at home in the increase 
of opportunities for higher ed¬ 
ucation. The pre-war ceiling 
has been removed simulta¬ 
neously for the deposed Euro¬ 
pean "ascendancy’s” fellow 
countrymen. But here there 
has been a dangerous misfit. 

In the past, a higher educa¬ 
tion for the minority ttot suc¬ 
ceeded In getting it. was. as a 
matter of course, a passport 
to t satisfying career thereaf¬ 
ter. But. for post-war Europe¬ 
ans, the supply of satisfying 
jobs has shrunk at the mo¬ 
ment when the demand for 


them has Increased; for ev¬ 
eryone who obtains a higher 
education and acquits himself 
well in it* still expects that 
this will lead on to a life-long 
career at a corresponding 
level. This was, in the past, 
the prize that was valued by 
the minority which secured it, 
and that was envied by the 
majority that was ruled out. 
Now that this , majority has 
been let in, it naturally ex¬ 
pects that a higher education 
will still have its traditional 
sequel. 

But, today, a larger number 
of people equipped with* a 
higher education are compet¬ 
ing for a smaller number of 
jobs of the kind to which a 
higher education used to lead. 
The inevitable consequence is 
a widespread disappointment 
and discontent. The educa¬ 
tionally emancipated Europe¬ 
ans, like the politically eman¬ 
cipated Asians and Africans, 
are finding that their ematv 
cipation has not brought with 
it its expected fruits. They 
feel cheated, and they are 
embittered. 

fr ★ ★ 

These disconcerting conse¬ 
quences of the revolutionary 
re-distribution of opportunities 
raise a fundamental question. 
What are the right objectives 
for us human beings? * 

If we put our treasure in 
wealth and power, we are 
going td be disappointed for 
two reasons. The fund of 
wealth and power is limited, 
and there is no guarantee that* 
this fund will be used for so¬ 
cially valuable purposes. At 
present, wealth and power are 
prized not only for their own 
sake but because they are 
taken as being the criteria of 
success in life. But most of 
the jobs by which wealth and 
power are earned are spiri¬ 
tually unsatisfying. 

The satisfying careers are 
those which serve mankind. A 
physician does this manifest¬ 
ly; a poet also does it — less 
manifestly, but not less truly. 
Can status be divorced froin 
power and wealth, and he 
conferred on service Instead? 
And can the concept of social 
service be extended to include 
all disinterested concern with 
man's role In the universe 
(i.e, concern with religion, 
art and science.) 

★ ★ ★ 

This emancipation from en¬ 
slavement to the pursuit of 
power and wealth can be 
achieved, but only through a 


spiritual revolution that has 
been proclaimed by man¬ 
kind’s spiritual teachers to be 
the one true way of salvation. 
If their teaching were to be 
taken seriously, the gates of 
opportunity would be opened 
wide. ‘

Mistake

I SN'T it possible the Post 
Office made a mistake in 
dropping Saturday deliveries? 
Well, yes. It seems, Post¬ 
master General Cote told a 
Vancouver audience, "to have 
created delays in mail deli¬ 
veries on Mondays, Tuesdays 
and even Wednesdays.” Let’s 
not, however, be so overcome 
by this admission of govern¬ 
mental error that forgiveness 
is reflexive. Mr. Cote, for all 
his disarming candor, is deal¬ 
ing with symptoms, not 
causes. 

Five-day delivery is only 
one of several expedients 
adopted by the Post Office in 
its efforts to equate cost and 
efficiency. Their failure is 
clearly apparent in the 12.5 
per cent decline in productiv¬ 
ity and the 80 per cent in¬ 
crease in postal wages which 
has occurred over the last 
seven years. Isn't it about 
time the problem was-tackled 
at its roots’^ 

And where are these to l>e 
found? Quite simply, in the 
old fashioned' administrative 
establishment flourished so 
tenderly in this venerable in¬ 
stitution. To he sure, there 
has been a certain amount of 
pruning, of managerial 
streamlining, of executive re¬ 
alignment. Obviously not 
enough to halt the rot. Can 
there ever be enough as long 
as the Post Office is an arm 
of government with ready 
access to the Treasury, or the 
users of fts service, to cover 
its deficits? 

The Post Office has lost vir¬ 
tually all its credibility. Can 
that ever be restored as long 
as it is part of government? 
Nothing can be lost, much 
could be gained, by making it 
a crown corporation with a 
top management from the 
outside.

Concern 

Remained 

The combination of a judi¬ 
cial opinion on the case, legal 
‘ advice and a Ivew Brunswick 
appeal court ruling on a simi¬ 
lar matter left the outside 
possibility that the fate of a 
* child tried in an adult court 
might never be reported be¬ 
cause of the law. 

The Colonist obeyed the law 
or. where there was no law, 
followed legal advice in re¬ 
porting the case but was left 
with a concern about its clash 
of rights of the individual 
against rights of ftie public. 

The person to express that 
concern is the boss — the pub¬ 
lisher, in the case of a news¬ 
paper — and he began by 
emphasizing the Colonist is 
not attempting "in any way to 
challenge the law, but to 
question it and attempt to ex¬ 
plain it to our readers." 

Question: Starting with 

basics, define the law- 

Bower: "The most succinct 
definition of the law I know is 
that it is the body of enacted 
or customary rules that. is 
recognized by the community 
as binding. This means laws 
are based on two fundamen¬ 
tals — acceptance by the pub¬ 
lic at large and certainty of 
their meaning and enforce¬ 
ment." 

Freedom 

Defined 

Question: Still with basics, 
define freedom of the press. 

Bower: "Freedom of the 
press is not a special privi¬ 
lege of newspajiers but 
derives from the fundamental 
right of every person to have 
full and free access to the 
facts in all matters that con¬ 
cern him directly or indirect¬ 
ly, and from his equal right to 
express and publish his opin¬ 
ions on them and read the 
opinions of others. 

"In protection of these fun¬ 
damental human rights, it is 
essential that the press should 
be free to gather news with¬ 
out obstructions or interfer¬ 
ence and free to publish the 
news and comment on it.” 

(This definition is generally 
accepted by all Canadian 
newspaper publishers, 
member-papers of the Com¬ 
monwealth Press Union and 
members of the International 
Press Institute.) 

The Duly 
Of Press 

Question: What is the duty 
of the press in public court? - 

Bower: "It is simpl® *nd 
straight forward — to report 
to the public all matters that 
directly or indirectly concern 
the public. 

"The law has recognized 
this duty by providing privi- 
V” lege to report and publish in 
the public interest, under cer¬ 
tain conditions. 

-L-'The three areas of abso¬ 
lute privilege are. first, state¬ 
ments made in the House of 
Commons by a member of 
parliament, or in the Senate 
by a senator, or in any of the 
Legislative Assemblies of the 
provinces; second, proceed¬ 
ings in court; end third, those 
of common law. 

"I would like to support five 
reasons frequently quoted for 
privilege &iven to reports of 
court proceedings in England 
and equally applicable in 
Canada. 

• "Court proceedings are 
open to the public and it fol¬ 
lows that reports of them 
should be freely permitted. 

• "The administration of 
public justice concern* us all 
and it is well that the conduct 
of 'judge and jury should be 
brought to the bar of * public .' 
opinion, like all other matters 
of public concern. 

• "It is of benef# to the 
puMic to learn about the ad¬ 
ministration of the law in 
eburts in which some of them 
will have to play their parts 
fipQlh time to time as parties • 
or witnesses or jurors. 

• "Even the persons af¬ 
fected may well be better off 
with fair and accurate reports 
than with .rumors circulating. 

• "There w the balancing

Dangers 

Listed 


Question: The main ques¬ 
tion is this — what dangers 
are posed by the laws in¬ 
volved in the recent Victoria 
court case? 

Bower: "First, the section 
which can prohibit publication 
of evidence at a preliminary 
hearing. This 1968 amendment 
to the Criminal Code was 
brought in to protect the ac¬ 
cused on the grounds that pre¬ 
trial publicity could influence 
a juror’s decision. 

"It can and has been ar¬ 
gued that not only does this 
show an unhappy lack of con¬ 
fidence in the intelligence and 
integrity of the average citi¬ 
zen who serves on a jury, but 
it also opens the ironical pos¬ 
sibility that the person who is 
supposed to benefit most from , 
this restriction on reporting 
may stand to lose the most. 

"History records numerous 
examples of excesses and in¬ 
justices against accused per¬ 
sons when secrecy attended 
arrest, incarceration and 
trial. 

■Open Means 
Open to Public 

"But. staying with the spe¬ 
cific question, the overriding 
rule for court proceedings in 
Canada is that justice must, 
where possible, be adminis¬ 
tered in public and every de¬ 
fendant in a criminal case has 
the right to a fair trial before 
an impartial jury in an open 
court. 

"Open court means court 
proc--' n dings open to the pub¬ 
lic. The press normally and 
under the law is entitled to -— 
^and, in fact, duty hound — to 
report on them. Yet. under 



the preliminary-hearing 
amendment, the press is ef¬ 
fectively barred from doing 
this despite the fact such 
hearings are open to the pub¬ 
lic. 

"This rffeans any adult citi¬ 
zen who wishes may attend 
the hearings; in fact, every 
adult citizen in Canada is en-. 
titled to be present. Nor is„ 
there any binding or practica¬ 
ble way to prevent these citi¬ 
zens from telling family, 
friend or colleagues what has 
taken place. 

"Only the press is restrict¬ 
ed. Under the existing ruling, 
the press is forbidden by law 
to report to the public what is 
public. 

"I therefore maintain that, 
if the press is barred from 
rejiorting matters of this kind, 
the court can no longer be 
considered open. To insist 
that it is open is nothing less 
than hypocrisy. 

"If our judicial experts be¬ 
lieve the interests of justice 
are best served by preventing 
the press from, reporting on 
pre-trial inquiries, then they 


•ower 


should rid the situation of its 
present pretence by holding 
such proceedings in camera. 
The court would be closed to 
both press and’public. 

“In the case of juveniles, 
the law goes to extraordinary 
lengths to protect an accused 
person if he is or seems to be 
under 16. Nothing can be 
printed that touches on the 
identity of "an accused child. 
This has long been the law 
and long been observed by all 
newspapers. 

"However, the situation 
that concerns the press and 
should also- concern die public 
is that no publicity is allowed 
of any case of a juvenile, in an 
adult court despite the fact 
the court is deemed ‘open’ 
and the public is entitled to 
attend. 

"In brief, the court is con¬ 
sidered open to anyone and 
everyone except the press. 
What the law says, in effect, 
is that a juvenile accused of a 
certain crime must be tried 
as an adult before an adult 
court. 




“He must, tn fact, be 
viewed as an. adult by every¬ 
one in court except the press 
to whom he remains, by law, 
a child whose name or delin¬ 
quency cannot be published. 

* 7* 

"The imbalance here be¬ 
tween the law and the public 
Interest Is obvious. Would the 
public stand for a law ruling 
that all cases involving chil¬ 
dren in adult court be held in 
camera? I think not; yet this 
would be just as fair yet not 
so anomalous as the present 
law. — 

"In these restrictive mea¬ 
sures continue or increase, 
the traditional role of the 
newspapers in court could be 
drastically changed to the defc. 
riment of a number of the 
fundamental freedoms tradi¬ 
tionally enjoyed by the citi¬ 
zens of this country." 

Any Abuse ,J 
Remediable 

Question: Is there any 
abuse by the media of free¬ 
dom of the press under the 
guise of the public’s right to 
know? 

BOWER: "There have un¬ 
doubtedly been cases where 
newspapers have abused their 
position of responsibility by 
an over-zealous pursuit of the 
principle in question. Fortuna¬ 
tely such cases have been re¬ 
markably infrequent in this 
country. 

“If a newspaper does err in 
this direction through care¬ 
lessness or for the sake of 
sensationalism, the offended 
party has recou rse to the 
courts." 

Question: Do you feel laws 
are being passed without suf¬ 
ficient study of their possible 
effects? 

BoWfr: "I am of the opinion 
that some of our more recent 
laws and amendments passed 
both in Ottawa and in some of 
our provincial legislatures 
have received too little study 
by the legislators as to their 
ramifications or repercus¬ 
sions. Two of many of these 
are the legalization of abor¬ 
tions and the B.C. Act prohi¬ 
biting the advertising of to¬ 
bacco products.” 

, Which Right 
Paramount? 

Question: Finally, which 
right is paramount — the ac¬ 
cused’s or the public’s? 

Bower: "I think the individ¬ 
ual’s rights under the law and 
under the Canadian Bill of 
Rights should be upheld. How-

If they do 
not have this authority or if 
they are unable or unwilling 
to enforce the law or the law 
becomes unworkable, then I 
would say the law becomes 
invalid.

Among the great families of French 
wines which wiH he found on the list of 
any liquor control board, or. In more 
civilized climates, the catalogues of 
proper wine merchant* Burgundy. 
Bordeaux, Rhone, Loire, Alsace, Cham¬ 
pagne — the place to look for the wines 
of Beaujolais is under the heading. Bur¬ 
gundy. - - 

There is no very evident good reason 
for this. The Beaujolais country is re¬ 
mote from the region that usually comes 
to mind when the nahie. Burgundy, is 
mentioned. The topography is different 
— a gentle slope in the Cote d’Or, knob¬ 
bly hills in Beaujolais — and so also is 
the soil. 

On top of that, the Ganay grape, 
from which the wines of the BeaujAlais 
are made, is considered very much a 
poor relation in Burgundy proper., 

it it it 

In fact, Philip the Bold of Burgundy 
(not to be confused with Philip the Bald) 
once decreed that the Gamay should 
never set root in the sacred Cote d’Or, 
the vinous heart of his dukedom. This he 
did in his capacity as the serving lord of 
"the best wines in Christendom." 

Of course, the heavy-bearing Gamay 
is grown in less-favored locations in Bur¬ 
gundy proper — a wine identified as 
Burgundy Passe-Tout-Grains will have 
been’ made of a blend of Gamay and 
Pinot Noir grapes — but, where it is, the 
objective is frankly quantity rather than 
quality. 

In the Beaujolais and in some places 
in California, and almost nowhere else, a 
peculiar affinity between this grape and 
the soil causes it to surpass itself. 

The hierarchy of the wines of the 
Beaujolais is easy enough to master. The 
base name — look for the Appellation 
Control lee on the label — is, of cbu.rg&~ 
Beaujolais. 

* ★ * 

That will be wine grown of the 
Gamay grape at dny approved site in the 
whole region, and-achieving at least nine 
degrees of alcohol. (It will be noted that 
Beaujolais is a light wine; tlje minimum 
in Chateauneuf-de-Pape, for instance, is 
12.5). 

To be entitled to be called Beaujolais 
Superieur. the wine must attain at leaSt- 
10 degrees of alcohol. Is alcoholic con¬ 
tent important? Up to a point. 

To prodBce-more aloe hoi, the grapes 
will have to have contained more sugar, 
hence to have been riper; the wine will 
have more body, and it wilF travel and 


keep better (although keeping qualities. - 
are not usually considered Important 
with Beaujolais wines, which are* made 
to be drunk young). 

At the next plateau, we have the Ap¬ 
pellation Controllee Beaujolais Villages. 
This description is reserved for wines 
raised in some 30 communes which are 
recognized to be especially favored . . . 
but not quite so much so as to warrant 
their being singled out. 

_ r _( The villqgq s are a wine-equivalent of 

the "and others" in a social note after 
all the really gold-plated community 
leaders have been identified by name).

The community leaders of the Beaujo¬ 
lais are named. Poring over the wine- 
list, y.»u cannot, therefore, choose be¬ 
tween a bottle of Moulin-R-Vent and a 
bottle of Beaujolais; Moulin-a-Vent is a 
Beaujolais. 

Similarly, Fleurie, Julienas. Cote de 
Brouilly, BrouiUy and these otheis, less 
frequently encountered. If at all. In Can¬ 
ada: Chenax, Chiroubles, Morgon and 
Saint-Amour. 

The most respected of all thede is 
^loulin-a-Vent — curiously, in a way, 
because it isn’t a good example of the 
Beaujolais that all the shouting has been 
about the last 25 years or so. 

There is an excellent Moulin-a-Vent, 
from the specific property. Chateau des 
Jacques, available in Canada in Quebec 
and Manitoba at $4.80 and $4.10 respec¬ 
tively. 

It is far more wine that usually is 
thought of in talking about Beaujolais. 
Unfortunately, the same can be said of 
the price. 

But, then, another way of looking at It 
might be to consider whether a very 
king of Beaujolais, the lesser area, 
wouldn’t make a better buy than some 
distant prince of the Cote d’Or, the 
greater, at a half-dollar to a dollar more.

But. even in Canada^it should be pos¬ 
sible — the emphasis is the should — 
to get an agreeable bottle ol Beaujolais.

Coal Rail Route Issue Reopens 


OTTAWA (CP) - The Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada Mon¬ 
day found that the Canadian 
transport commission erred in 
a major point of law in reject¬ 
ing an application which 
would have allowed the Koo¬ 
tenay and Elk Railway to 
move Into the rich coal mar¬ 


ket in southeastern British .Co¬ 
lumbia. 

The commission is studying 
the court ruling to see 
whether the Kootenay and Elk 
application should be heard 
again. 

Tlie court split five to four 
on the single point of law in 
which the commiasiin was 
found to be wrong. On other 


legal matters, the court ruled 
that the commission judged 
correctly. 

The commission last May 
turned down an application by 
the Kootenay and Elk to build 
an 80-mile rail link from Line 
Creek, B.C. to Roosville West, 
B.C.. on the United States 
border. 

The line would have linked 


Court Ruling ‘Green Light’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) The 
Supreme Court of Canada has 
given Kootenay and Elk Rail¬ 
way “the green light" to build 
Its controversial line, the 
company’* lawyer said Mon¬ 
day. 

Jack Alley, counsel for the 
railway, was commenting on 
a decision handed down In Ot¬ 
tawa Monday. 

Allejfc said the transport 
commission now must reissue 
the order, granting the Koo¬ 
tenay and Elk application. 


He said he was not certain 
how this will be done. 

"No one seems to be sure 
about the correct procedure." 

Alley said there are "a 
whole lot of loose ends to be 
tied up" before work on the 
line can begin but that it 
would be feasible to have the 
job completed in a year. 

The line would be used to 
deliver coal to the U.S. 
border, where it would be 
taken over by Burlington 
Northern for shipment across 
the northwestern U.S., then 
back into Canada to. the deep- 
sea port at Roberts Bank, 
south of Vancouver.

In its decision, the commis- 
*i°n *»id the Railway Act pro¬ 
hibits a common carrier, such 
as Burlington Northern, from 
interchanging traffic with a 
company that is not a com¬ 
mon carrier such as the Koo¬ 
tenay and Elk. 

Pierre Taschereau, then 
vice-president of the commis¬ 
sion. said in the commission 
decision that, had it not been 
for this point, he would have 
favored granting the Koo¬ 
tenay and Elk application. 

The court decision, written 
by Mr. Justice Ronald Main¬ 
land, said the commission in¬ 
terpreted this section in too 
restrictive a manner. 

The court said the section in 
the Railway Act mentioned by 
the commission is not intend¬ 
ed to prohibit traffic but to 
#llow two common carriers to 
interchange traffic. 

The Burlington Northern 
had the power under its act of 
incorporation to reach an 
agreement to interchange 


traffic with the Kootenay and 
Elk. It did not have to seek 
permission under this section 
of the Railway Act. 

The court ruled that the 
Kootenay and Elk and Burl¬ 
ington Northern lines are en¬ 
titled to court costs which 
would have to be paid by 
Canadian Pacific. CP Rail 
opposed the appeal. 

TTie Kootenay and Elk and 
the Burlington Northern ap¬ 
plied to the commission in 
November. 1969, for permis¬ 
sion to build the line, which 
would have crossed the CP 
Rail line north of Natal, B.C. 

The applicants said they 
were taking this action be¬ 
cause there was need for 
more competitive prices in 
carrying coal. 


1*bey also said CP Rail 
could not handle all the coal 
that would be shipped out of 
the area in the next 20 years. 
This claim was disputed by 
CP Rail. —- 

Kootenay and Elk was set 
up by Crows Nest Industries 
in 1966 specifically to carry 
coal from southeastern B.C. 
to Japanese end U-S. buyers.

Not many people read about 
the budget* of provinces other 
than their own. Therefore, it 
was likely that some investor* 
missed the fact that the Que¬ 
bec government rescinded its 
security transfer tax. 

This event leaves only On¬ 
tario left in the Canadian se¬ 
curity transfer tax field. B.C. 
dropped it several years ago, 
as did the federal govern¬ 
ment. New York and many 
other U.S. states, however, 
still find it a worthwhile exer¬ 
cise. 

The Quebec finance min¬ 
ister.

The tax in Quebec amount¬ 
ed to l-10th of 1 per cent of 


the total value of a sale if the 
share sold was less than $1 in 
value. The cost was >4 cent 
per share for between $1 and 
$5 and went up to 4 cents plus 
T-llRh of 1 per cent for shares 
that sold for more than $150. 

The tax only applied on 
shares sold.

The attorney-general said 
Monday, however, the appeal 
procedure in the case could 
be extremely lengthy if the 
plaintiffs decide to fight the 
ban right up to the Supreme 
Court of Canada.

Meanwhile, Peterson r e* 
minded the public that any 
citizen has the right under 
the legislation in question to 
seek an Injunction against to¬ 
bacco advertising.

“It’s not incumbent upon the 
public to wfcit for action in 
this respect by the attorney- 
general’s department.” 

The tobacco ad ban came 
Into effect last Sept. 1. 

In Montreal a spokesman 
for the Canadian Tobacco 
Manufacturers' Association 
s^id the organization plans to 
take the B.C. Supreme Court 
ruling upholding the ban to a 
higher court.

TWENTY-SIX YEARS AGO yesterday morning, a skinny 
25-year-old on crutches got painfully out of a car driven by 
his brother-in-law and took up residence at the Royal Col¬ 
's wood Golf and Country Club. He’s still on the premises, but 
he now lives in a house near the second tee and not in the 
clubhouse. 

Bill Court, like Johnny Wren at Uplands and Leo Derman 
at Gorge Vale, has been around his turf for so long that he 
has become part of the scenery. It s likely that only a few 
among the last two generations of golfers have any ide* of 
the length of his association with Royal Colwuod other than 
that it has been a long one. Like any other fixture, he’s 
always been there. 

Bill Court is not an unlikely golf pro, but his has been an 
unlikely career. No one wHS knew him in 1944 would have 
thought it possible. Following surgery for the removal of spi¬ 
nal and lung tumors he was an 85-pounder paralyzed from 
the waist down. v 

His association with golf started early^in life, at Uplands, 
where he received lessons from the late Walter Gravlin in 
exchange for shagging balls for perhaps the busiest teaching 
pro in Canada. That was a daily three-session deal, from 9 to 
noon and from 1 to 5 and 6 to 9. but it was only part of Bill’s 
day. Gravlin, J. C. Pendray and Dr. E. L. McNiven always 
started their day witlf'nine holes of golf, and a smallish 14- 
year-old was always ready on the first tee at 6 to do the cad¬ 
dying. thinking it was a privilege to be allowed to tote all 
three bags. 

It didn’t leave much time for swinging clubs but Bill 
found enough to get his handicap down to two. became a club 
* member and was a club director at 18. 

His morning association with Pendray brought him a joh 
with Bapco Famt. After *six years he moved to Vancouver to 
work as a pressman, then accepted a job with Union Steam¬ 
ships and was wharf **gent at Prince Rupert when the tumors 
were discoveifcd. 

He returned to Victoria after a lengthy Vancouver hospi¬ 
talization and was just regaining mobility when he decided to 
try and resume his association with golf, answered an adver¬ 
tisement and was accepted as assistant by the late Fred 
Bums. Because he was unable to drive.a car, he was permit¬ 
ted to live in the clubhouse. 

Compared to the hectic* pace of his Uplands years, the 
etarly days at Colwood were easy. There were only 50 playing 
members in 19467‘many of whom made the trip by train when 
they came out to play. But things changed, gradually at first 
and rapidly after construction of a new clubhouse in 1951. 
which was the year Bill became head pro. Colwood now has 
more than 550 active members, and they're really active. 

'Tve never seen it like this before.’’ Bill says of the daily 
scene which, if continued, will bring the necessity of booking 
tee-i- times for every round.

Oak Bay council Monday 
night set a 1972 geperal mu¬ 
nicipal mill rate 4.52 mills 
higher than last year’s 37.58. 

The total rate, which in¬ 
cludes school taxes, regional 
hospital assessments and con¬ 
tributions to the municipal 
financing authority was set at 
73.G65 mills. 

Because the school rate has 
declined slightly from last 
year the net increase was 
3.665 mills over last year.. 

Allowing for the increased 
provincial homeowner grant 
this means that taxes on Tt 
home with a market value of 
525.006 would increase by 59 
where assessment remained 
static. 

A home with a market 
value of 535.000 would carry 
an 518 tax increase. 

It was pointed out by Aid. 
John Gpult that 25 per cent of 
Oak Bay’s residents yero 
over 65 years of age and could 
ill afford any increase. 

He said he was distressed 
that the general mill rate was 
fet at 42.1 mills. 

However, It was pointed out 
that under recently-enacted 
provincial legislation increas¬ 
ing the homeowners’ grant 
/rom 5170 to 5185, with an 
extra 550 for senior citizens, 
the mill rate increase would 
bring no hardship to tlie 
average homeowner. 

Mayor Francis Elford said,

could be another matter.’’

Being a foster parent will 
soon be a career of equal im¬ 
portance with nursing or 
teaching according to Helen 
Stone of New York, a consul¬ 
tant with the Chill Welfare 
League of America. 

“Our foster parents aw 
going to have to be profes¬ 
sional. and the work will be 
looked upon as a career.” she 
told foster parents in Victoria 
Monday. 

Miss Stone was visiting the 
local Foster Parents’ Associa¬ 
tion to look at the organiza¬ 
tion as a director of the 
American league’s foster 
parent project. 

Victoria, she noted probably 
had the first organized foster 


parents association In North 
America and had been used 
as an example of a pioneering 
program in several different 
fields. 

Miss Stone said there are a 
growing number of foster 
parent associations in the 
United States, and her job is 
to help others get started. 

At the end of March, she 
said, there were 167 associa¬ 
tions in the States and by now 
she feels, there are probably 
200 . 

Most of them are being 
started by foster parents who 
want some help in solving 
problems, which was the rea¬ 
son for the existence of the 
Victoria association. 

Miss Stone said that while 
the numbers of children com¬ 


ing into care are increasing 
because of the general popula¬ 
tion increase, the percentage 
Of children is decreasing. 

She said this is because 
there are many resources 
available such as day care 
services, home makers, 
neighborhood homes and pro¬ 
fessional counselling. All 
these resources are exhausted 
before it is decided to take a 
child out of his own home. 

“By the time the child does 
come into care he has very 
real troubles and needs pro¬ 
fessional care from his foster 
parents.” -*t^rr 

"I think the time will come 
when we have specialized 
foster parents who make it a 
career,” she said. "They 


would provided specialized 
care in a family setting in a 
different way to that most 

* foster parents can offer.” 

"People who have skill and 
ability in raising children 
ought to be recognized for It.” 
said Miss Stone. She suggest¬ 
ed that college courses could 
give the necessary instruction 
to people wishing to enter the 
field. 

* "Some people feel that peo¬ 
ple go into fostering simply 
for the money they get out of 
it.” she added. "Actually the 
pittance they get doesn’t pay 
back even out-of-pocket ex¬ 
penses. These people are real¬ 
ly making a gift to the com¬ 
munity.” 

Foster parents at the infor¬ 


mal meeting were told that in 
Toronto there Is a scheme for 
paying for foster service 
which provides for a basic fee 
of $225 

the accepted rate for 
placed there. 

"We have been suggesting 
this in Victoria for two 
years." said social worker 
Bernice Packford. "We have 
made a presentation to the 
administration of Family and 
Children’s Service but nothing 
has yet come of it." 

Miss Stone said that several 
European countries do have 
special courses to graduate 
people interested in child 
care, and the field is accepted 
as a career. 

"We are way behind here." .

The colposcope looks like a 
pair of binJx-ulars on a tripod 
with a kitful of special acces¬ 
sories. 

The scope enables the doc¬ 
tors to examine qpder mag¬ 
nification the patterns of the 
cells and blood vessels of the 
cervix of women who have 
had a Pap smear which in¬ 
dicates cancer may lie 
present. 

At prese.nt these women go 
to hospital and given a proce¬ 
dure called a cone biopsy in 
which a sizeable amount of 
tissue is removed. The cells 
are then examined to deter¬ 
mine whether they are malig¬ 
nant and if so. die stage of 
malignancy. 

With a colposcope the doc¬ 
tor can study the cervix while 


it is intact. If he wishes he 
ran use special instruments to 
'remove a small amount of tis¬ 
sue from the area where the 
cells appear abnormal, rather 
than a much larger amount 
such as is necessary in a cone 
biopsy. 

The more innocuous scope 
biopsy .makes unnecessary an¬ 
esthesia which in turn makes 
a hospital stay unnecessary. 
According to Dr. Maclyn 
Wade, chief of obstetrics and 
gynecology at Cedars-Sinai 
medical centre here, the coat 
is about $35 to $50 instead of a 
total of about $500 dollars for 
the cone biopsy.

PORT ALBERNI Widt 
scale layoffs in the logging in¬ 
dustry appear possible as 
Vancouver Island fallers con¬ 
tinue to refuse to return to 
work. 

Fallers at Sprout Lake. 
Franklin River and Cameron 
divisions of MacMillan Bloe- 
del Ltd. stayed off the job 
again Monday. Kennedy Lake 
fallers went to work but were 
forced to return home by high 
winds. 

And In ParksviDe Sunday a 
meeting of fallers employed 
in the coast forest industry 
voted to continue a two-week- 
old walkout despite B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court injunctions or¬ 
dering them back to their 
jobs. 

About 700 men left work de¬ 
manding a coast-wide, pricing 
agreement for fallen. 

A spokesman for the men. 
members of the International 
Woodworkers of America. 
said about 400 attended the 
meeting. 

He said they were even 
stronger in their position that 
not another tree will be felled 
on the coast “until the compa¬ 
nies live up to their part of 
the mediated 1970 master 
agreement which includes the 
fallers' pricing formula.” 

Several forest companies 
have been awarded Injunc¬ 
tions ordering the men back 
to work. 

“But the fallers have reaf¬ 
firmed ’their decision of an un¬ 
conditional stoppage in every 
camp, whether bound by an 
injunction or not,” the spokes¬ 
man said. 

MacMillan Bloedel officials 
have so far kept silent on just 
flow long present log supplies 
will last. Woods crews howev¬ 
er are anticipating that log¬ 
ging Operations could be cur¬ 
tailed or even shut down with¬ 
in two to three days, if the 
fallers do not return to work. 
The four mills in Port Alber- 
ni. two saw mills, the plywood 
plant and the pulp mill all 
depend on logs for raw mate¬ 
rial. It is no secret that at Al* 
bemi Pacific and dhe Somass 
divisions logs Ha$e' been in 
short supply all winter. 

Officers a# Local 1-85 of the 
IWA declined to comment on 
the situation until the return 
of president Earl Foxcroft 
from high level meetings in 
Vancouver. Secretary John

“Fallen are the queen bees 
of the forest industry,” one 
worker said. “Sure their work 
is dangerous but that is why 
they earn 2% times more than 
I do.” 

Fallers’ wives deny that the 
money is as great as repre¬ 
sented by company officials 
who estimate Franklin Rivers 
fallers averaged $17,500 last 
year. One, the mother of 
seven children, said her faller 
husband had worked only 89 
days last year and despite 
earnings of $100 a day or more 
their income was inadequate. 

A Somass worker seemed to 
express the feeling of a great 
many when he said: “In a 
crunch we would probably 
support the fallers but it's too 
had they wouldn!t realise a 
union means every one con¬ 
cerned is in it solidly to¬ 
gether. They don't seem to 
see or care what a tough spot 
they are putting ihe rest of us 
working guys into.” 


VANCOUVER (CP) Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel Ltd. is using 
its contempt of court action 
against Franklin River fallers 
as a “weapon,” lawyer Rus¬ 
sell Chamberlain charged in 
B.C. Supreme Court 
chambers Monday. 

He made his statement in 
opposition to an application 
by the International Wood¬ 
workers of America, repre¬ 
sented by MLA Alex Mac¬ 
donald,-for an adjournment in 
the firm's quest to have 36 
Franklin River fallers cited 
for contempt of a B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court injunction last 
Jan. 21 that prohibited the 
men from engaging in “con¬ 
certed work slowdown” or 
illegal walkouts. 

Chamberlain, who said he 
acted for 19 of the 36 men, 
told JtBdce Kirke Smith that 
he was prepared to proceed 
on their defence Monday but 
Macdonald requested a fur¬ 
ther adjournment in order to 
prepare a defence for the men 
he represents.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Syndicated columnist Jaek 
Anderson, testified under oath 
Monday that the FBI pre- 
l>ared reports on the sex lives 
of the "high and mighty" for 
the bedtime reading of former 
president Lyndort B. Johnson. 

Anderson also accused 
President Nixon of personally 
lying to congressional leaders 
about his India-Pakistan poll- 
—ry and said the administra¬ 
tion "lies through its teeth" 
fever such matter* as the 
whereabouts of foreign affairs 
adviser Henry Kissinger. 

Anderson made the charges 
* In an appearance before the 
house government informa¬ 
tion subcommittee, currently 
reviewing the workings of the 
freedon of information law. 

. He talked mostly about what 
I he claimed was the unjus¬ 
tified .secrecy surrounding 
many foreign policy and de¬ 
fence actions. 

But he told the congressmen 
there was another kind of ac- 
tiuty that was kept secret 
one he -said^ should now he con¬ 
ducted In the first place. 

"At home the executive 
branch conducts secret inves¬ 
tigations of prominent Ameri¬ 
cans." Anderson said. 'Their 
six lives, drinking habits and 
personal affairs have f come 
under FBI scrutiny, although 
the FBI has no jurisdiction 
nor justification for this kind 
of snooping. A love affair, no

matter how sordid, is no busi¬ 
ness of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. Yet FBI chief 
J. Edgar Hoover has demon¬ 
strated an intense interest in 
who is sleeping with whom in 
Washington.

stories about the extracur¬ 
ricular love lives of public fig¬ 
ures. Hoover happily pre¬ 
pared secret memos, loaded 
with intimate detail* about 
the personal affairs of the 
high and mighty, for the pres¬ 
ident s bedtime reading.” 


Indian Studies 
Courses Lag 


LONDON. Ont. (CP) - Ca¬ 
nadian universities are lag¬ 
ging in studies aimed at In¬ 
dians with the result that Ca¬ 
nadian Indians are going to 
the United States for ad¬ 
vanced education, Robert An- 
tone, director of London's 
N’Amermd Friendship Centre, 
said Saturday. 

Courses on native studies In 
Canadian universities "do not 
really get into identity and 
things that are missing today 
from Indian culture,” he said. 

Antone. a post-graduate stu¬ 
dent and ‘[Art-time leather at 
the University of Buffalo, 
spoke during a panel discus¬ 
sion on Indian education at a 
South-western Ontario Native 
Education- Youth conference 
of 100 secondary, schools, uni¬ 
versity and community col-' 
lege students. 


Antone said Canadian uni¬ 
versity Indian studies are of 
the historical or anthropologi- 
cal type — not really dealing 
with identity. 

He said all the teachers at 
Buffalo in Indian studies are 
Indians whether they are 
qualified teachers in the aca¬ 
demic system fer not. . 

At another -session a Union, 
of Ontario Indians workers 
predicted that the federal gov¬ 
ernment will give the Stoney 
Point reserve back to the In¬ 
dians by fall. 

Del Riley of Munrey. a* 
trerfty researcher for the 
union, said, the reserve, a 2- 
240-acre tract between Sarnia 
and Grand Rend on I^ake 
Huron, was taken over by the 
federal government under the 
War Measures Act in 1942 be¬ 
cause the government wanted 
the land for a military base. 


Questioned by newsmen 
after the ‘ hearing. Anderson 
said he could offer no direct 
^firoof that Hoover personally 
took part in preparation of the 
alleged memos or that he did 
so "happily." But he contend¬ 
ed that the FBI Is so dominat¬ 
ed Jby Hoover that he is sure 
they were drafted with 
Hoover’s "concurrence^* 

Anderson also indicated to 
newsmen that he thought the ^ 
FRl was .still checking on the 
private lives of. citizens but 
that it was not sending re¬ 
ports on the investigations to 
Nixon. 

The FBI refused official 
comment on Anderson's 
charges. But the memos he 
referred to appeared to be 
what the FBI calls "name 
checks." They are made on 
those Invited to, the White 
House and to other official 
functions to avoid embarras¬ 
sing Incidents, such as the an¬ 
tiwar tirade Fartha Kitt deliv¬ 
ered before Mrs. Johnson in 
the White House. 

Hoover recently testified 
the FBI made more than 2.3 
million name checks in fiscal 
1971. They consist of passing 
on .raw data from FBI files to 
the White House and other 
federal agencies that request 
them. 

He said "White House 
sources" told him how John¬ 
son "enjoyed" reading the 
nvemos ami that he obtained 
the rrports from "White 
House sources" during John¬ 
sons years- in office.

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The poet a concert! over the daffodil 
was, of course, due to the very brief flo¬ 
wering period. for each individual flow 
er has a life of only a little better than 
a week. But daffodils “haste away" in 
another sense too: A plantation of daf 
fodil buliM will go steadily downhill if 
not managed .correctly. A little in¬ 
telligent care is needed to have them 
come back next year bigger and better 
then ever. 

Anyone can grow these lovely flow¬ 
ers — once — simply by bunging the 
bulbs into the ground any old how; I 
have even seen flowers from bulbs 
which were planted upside down! In 
fact, it is almost impossible to keep a 
mature and healthy bulb from bloom¬ 
ing, for the flower is already formed 
deep within the fersh of die bulb, need¬ 
ing only normal soil and moisture oedi¬ 
tions to trigger it into growth. 

In future years, though, they may 
become thin and puny, short-stemmed, 
anil with an ever-increasing number of 
“blind” or flowerles< plants. On the 
other hand, the colony may increase in 


general vigor and in the size and 
number of blooms, depending on how 
you treat them. And the thing to re¬ 
member is that the really important 
period in the life of the bulb is the six 
weeks following the fading of the flow¬ 
ers. 

I suppose a is only human nature to 
lose interest in our plants after the 
flowers are finished, and with daff* in 
particular, we are inclined to become 
ini|>atient. They may be naturalized ui 
a bit of shaggy grass which we would 
like to tidy up with the lawn mower. Or 
those flower beds out front are without 
color, filled with tufts of untidy foliage, 
and the urge is strong to cut them down 
or dig them up, and plant up the -bed 
with some gay summer-flowering annu¬ 
als.

Either of these actions can ruin next 
year’s daffodil display. Keep the plants 
healthy, well watered and well fed 
through this critical poet-bloom period, 
and never.

Try to think of the bulb as the 
plant's bank deposit. The plant has just 
come to the end of a glorious spending 


spree and has blown the works on flow¬ 
ers — in fact, it is slightly overdrawn 
It must build up its account again by 
making email regular deposits until a 
big enough credit balance has been ac¬ 
cumulated to finance another (lowering 
binge next spring. * -

The green leaves are Ihe depositors, 
and it follow* that the more leaves you 
have, and the longer they can be kept 
green and working, the bigger balance 
will be accumulated in the bulbs. Bulbs 
cannot be fed directly — only the leaves 
can make deposits — and the sprinkle 
of fertilizer you put down doesn't do the 
least bit of good until it has been dis¬ 
solved in the soil water, pumped up by 
the roots into the leaves, and Reconsti¬ 
tuted by the action of sunlight into the 
wherewithal for plumping up the bulb* 

For another glorious display next 
year, then, we need lots of green 
leaves, plenty of water, and a little fer¬ 
tilizer to supply the raw materials. For 
bulbs. I prefer a liquid organic fertilizer 
such as liquid fish, liquid Blue Whale or 
Alginure seaweed extract, applied when 
tl»e soil is already moist, and at the 
rate of one tablespoonful per gallon per 
square yard

The “Mus¬ 
kie’’ was described as a front¬ 
runner. unbeatable in the 
cities and in the countryside. 

It was designed for comfort 
and had something for every¬ 
body — the poor, the farmers, 
the blue collar workers, the 
businessmen. It came in all 
colors and all size*. It was. 
according to the ads. the best 
buy for 1972. 

With an overconfidence not 


seen in automobile circles 
since Detroit put out the 
•Romney.’' the manufac¬ 
turers took the “Muskie" up 
to New Hamf»hire for road 
testing. 

Everything was going along 
fine when suddenly, in front 
of a national TV audience, the 
“Muskie” broke down in Man¬ 
chester, New Hampshire. 

Residential Motors was ap¬ 
palled. All the time and effort 
and money invested in the 
model was wiped out by one 
small radiator leak.. 

To make matters worse, the 
press reported that the “Mus¬ 
kie” had a very short (use 
and every once in awhile went 
out of control. 

. * 

The engineers and design¬ 
ers took another look at it and 
tried to repair the damage 
before trial runs in Florida. 
But the “Muskie” came in a 
bad fourth in the race, and 
some people at Presidential 
Motors decided they had an¬ 
other “Romney" on their 
hands. 

The advertising money was 
cut back, and the people 


working on the “Muskie 

campaign were taken off sal¬ 
ary- 

investors started backing 
off. The consumer began tak 
ing interest in another 
smaller model called a “Mc¬ 
Govern.” which had been 
binit in tlie backroom of a 
garage in .South Dakota. 

The next disaster took place 
in Wisconsin when/ after a 
slow start, the “Muskie" ran 
out of gas 

The final trials came m 
Massachussetts and Pennsvl- 
-vania. Presidential Motors de¬ 
cided that if it couldn’t sell 
the “Muskie” there. the> 
i-ouldn’t sell it anywhere.

Once the sales figures cam# 
in from those two states, Pre 
sidential Motors had no choice 
but to recall the model.

New’ York or Cali¬ 
fornia, this year, it will be on 
display in the showroom at 
the Miami convention centre, 
in case anyone still wants to 
buy it.

But Dr. Minoru Tamashiro, 
director of a U.S. Navy-fund¬ 
ed research project to find a 
non-pollutant that will control 
termites, is hopeful he’ll out¬ 
wit the destructive insect yet. 

Tamashirb, an associate 
professor of entomology at the 
University of Hawaii, said he 
was growing "nematodes," a 
parasitic worm no bigger than 
a pencil dot. in the laborato¬ 
ry. Termites trapped outside 
and brought into the lah were 



infected by the nematodes, 
r then turned loose to carry the 
disease back into their colo¬ 
nies to cause an epizootic — 
an insect epidemic. 

« "I don’t know how they did 
it," Tamashiro said* "But 
the termites recognized the 
sick insects, isolated them 
and kept the disease from 
spreading to the rest of the 
colony, 

"This really surprised me," 


Tamashiro said, "because to 
my knowledge this kind of be¬ 
havior has not been detected 
before. Although termites are 
known to seal off poisoned 
areas, such as a tunnel lead¬ 
ing to a home that's been ex¬ 
terminated. they were not 
known to single out individual 
members." 

What was particularly baf¬ 
fling to Tamashiro was that 
the termites recognized the 
Infected insects “in some 


cases, before the symptoms 
became obvious." 

The scientist doesn’t believe 
the drastic type of quarantine 
springs from intelligence but 
from some kind of natural de¬ 
fence reaction y>at perhaps 
warns the termites of unusual 
behavior in a sick insect.

The youth died last Thurs¬ 
day in an Oak Bay home and 


St Jorre said preliminary 
medical examinations "in¬ 
dicate very strongly he died 
from a drug overdose.” 

The man. found dead April 
20 in his Victoria apartment, 
is believed to have died three 
days before. The coroner said 
a drug overdose is " possible” 
in this case and other sources 
said recently-used drug para- 
phenalia was fpund. 

The inquiries are expected 
to take place in a week or two 
after more thorough medical 
examinations are done in a 
Vancouver laboratory. 

Police said the only other 
report * of a drug-overdose 
death in the area this year 
etneerned a 71-year-old man 
and may have been a case of 
suicide. 

In Victoria last year, there 
were 10 such deaths reported 
as suicides plus three of male 
drug addicts who may have 
died accidentally. Another 60 
persons attempted suicide by 
drug overdose, most of them 
using readily-available pre¬ 
scription barbiturates and 
tranquilizers.

TWENTY-SIX YEARS AGO yesterday morning, a skinny 
25-yearold on crutches got painfully out of a car driven by 
his brother-in-law and took up residence at the Royal Col- 
wood Golf and Country Club. He’s still on the premises, but 
he now lives in a house near the second tee and not in the 
clubhouse. 

Bill Court, like Johnny Wren at Uplands and Leo Derman 
at Gorge Vale, has been around his turf for so long that ha 
has become part of the scenery. It’s likely that only a few 
among the last two generations of golfers have any idea of 
the length of his association with Royal Colwood other than 
that it has been a long one. Like any other fixture, he's 
always been there. 

Bill Court is not an unlikely golf pro, but his has been an 
unlikely career. No one who knew jiim in 1944 would have 
thought it possible. Following surgery for the removal of spi¬ 
nal and lung tumors he was an 85-pounder paralyzed from 
the waist down. 

His association with golf started early in life, at Uplands, 
where he received lessons from the late Walter Gravlin in 
exchange for shagging balls for perhaps the busiest teaching 
pro in Canada. That was a dally three-session deal, from 9 to 
noon and from 1 to 5 and 6 to 9. but it was only part of Bill's 
day. Gravlin, J. C. Pendray and Dr. E. LI McNiven always 
started their day w r ith nine holes of golf, and a smallish 14- 
year-old was always ready on the first tee at 6 to do the cad¬ 
dying, thinking it was a privilege to be allowed to tote all 
three bags. 

It didn’t leave much time for swinging clubs but Bill 
found enough to get his handicap down to two, became a club 
member and was a club director at 18. 

His morning association with Pendray brought him a job 
with Bapco Paint. After six years he moved to Vancouver to 
work as a pressman, then accepted a job with Union Steam¬ 
ships and was wharf agent a& Prince Rupert when the tumors 
were discovered. 

He returned to Victoria after a lengthy Vancouver hospi¬ 
talization and was just regaining mobility when he decided to 
try and resume his association with golf, answered an adver¬ 
tisement and was accepted as assistant by the late Fred 
Bums. Because he was unable to drive a car, he was permit¬ 
ted to live in the clubhouse. 

Compared to the hectic pace of his Uplands years, the 
early days at Colwood were easy. There were only 50 playing 
members in 1946, many of whom made the trip by train when 
they came out to'play. But things changed, gradually at first 
and rapidly after construction of a new clubhouse in 1951, 
which was the yeai* Bill became head pro. Colwood now has 
more than 550 active members, and they’re really active. 

’Tve never seen it like this before." Bill says of the daily 
scene which, if continued, will bring the necessity of booking 
tee-off times for every round. 

The traffic in and past the pro shop has combined with 
legs that make playing something less than comfortable, 
even with the use of a car, to limit competition of any kind. 
There have been only occasional appearances on the course 
for the past three years. One of the last was in the qualifying 
round of the Times Vancouver Island Open, and Bill was well 
back with an 85 on his home course. It may not have seemed 
good to a fellow who used to rate a shot every time he en¬ 
tered and can recall one final and two' semi-finals iri the

Secretary-treasurer Roy 
Mills said the program would 
take care of elementary ac¬ 
commodation to 1973 and to 
1975 at the high school level. 

With the exception of the 
Comox area, there will not 
likely be a need for addi¬ 
tional classroom facilities at 
the elementary level in the 
“foreseeable- future.'* Mills 
said the downward trend in 
enrolment at this level seems

time. 


Classroom needs in Comox 
are proposed to be handled 
through use of three porta¬ 
bles to be located at Brook* 
lyn school. The balance of 
the elementary construction 
will be gymnasia additions 
which -were approved last 
year under draft referendum 
10 . but which was postponed 
by the government. 


Mills said the proposed 
costs would be $178,000 with 
$40,000 for Arden; 540,000 
northeast Comox; $68,000 
Royston; $30,000 Courtenay. 

At the junior high level. 
Mills said it is expected that 
Comox will grow to about 750 
students by September 1975. 
Two extra classrooms will be 
required to handle the stu¬ 
dent population, at a cost of 
$380,000. Lake Trail is ex¬ 


pected to reach about 550 
and construction amounting 
to $192,000 is estimated. 

At Cumberland, conversion 
of an elementary activity 
room will provide « music 
room and cost is estimated 
at $50,000. 

No additional rooms will 
be built at Courtenay junior 
high but costs of $15,000 are 
seen for renovations to the 
gym and shower areas. The 


junior high total would be 
$637,000. 


The largest capital ex¬ 
pense would be incurred at

Millan Bloedel Ltd. is using 
its contempt of court action 
against Franklin River fallers 
as a "weapon." lawyer Rus¬ 
sell Chamberlain charged in 
B.C. Supreme Court 
chambers Monday. 

He made his statement in 
opposition to an application 
by the International Wood¬ 
workers of America, repre¬ 
sented by MLA Alex Mac¬ 
donald, for an adjournment in 
the firm’s quest to have 3,6 
Franklin River fallers cited 
for. contempt of a B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court injunction last 
Jan. 21 that prohibited the 
men from engaging in "con¬ 
certed work slowdown” or 
illegal walkouts. 

that time the company 
had asked for the injunction 
on claims its Franklin River 
fallers had broken their 
own IWA-management-labor 
agreement — and B.C.’s labor 
laws — by intentionally and, 
conceitedly slowing down pro¬ 
duction. 

The company came back 
Into Supreme Court-a week 
ago- to have the 36 fallers* 
cited on allegations that they 
walked off the job April lf^n 
defiance of the injunction. 
That hearing 1 was adjourned 
until Monday. 

Chamberlain, who said he 
acted for 19 of the 36 men. 


told Justice Kirke Smith that 
he was prepared to proceed 
on their defence Monday but 
Macdonald requested a fur¬ 
ther adjournment in order to 
prepare a defence for the men 
he represents. Benjamin Tre¬ 
vino, counsel for MacMillan 
Bloedel, consented to Mac¬ 
donald’s .bid for the adjourn¬ 
ment. . 

Chamberlain opposed the 
adjournment.

spite claims by the fallers 
that they have the support of 
other members in the locals 
many appear quite unhappy 
with the situation.

The loss was the worst South Vietnamese defeat 
of the 32-day-old North Vietnamese offensive and 
set off panic in Hpe, the Sout{ls third largest city, 
only 19 miles from Red lines. 

Field reports said the com¬ 
munists lifted the siege of the 
city to let a 1,500-man South 
Vietnamese marine brigade 
and its five American ad¬ 
visers move out of Quang Tri 
but these was no word on the 
fate of the 8,500 South Viet¬ 
namese troops and 11 Ameri¬ 
can advisers left in or near 
the capital.

Saanich Firm on Shooting 


Saanich council Monday 
night sustained an earlier de¬ 
cision and refused to amend a 
bylaw to permit shooting wild 
animals which menace crops.

and Tire possible decimation 
of wildlife populations. 

Municipal administrator 
John Tribe told aldermen 
Monday night that the bylaw 
already permits firearms to 1 
i>e discharged far the protec¬ 
tion of domestic animals. 

„ He suggested it was an 

Oversight that crops were not 
included when the bylaw was 
adopted last year. Tribe stat¬ 
ed there need be do fear that 
firearms would be discharged 
’’bolus bolus” because per¬ 


mits would be required from 
the police department as well 
as the B.C Fish and Wildlife 
Branch’. 

Martin Bolog, 5963 Old West 
Road, appeared before ooun- 
, cil to a*k fur the bylaw 
amendment, pointing out that 
he was mainly troubled by 
deer on his farm of 23 acres.

73.665 mills. 

Because the school rate has 
declined slightly from last 
year the net increase was 

3.665 mills over last year. 

Allowing for the increased 

provincial homeowner grant 
this means that taxes on a 
home with a market value of 
$25,000 would Increase by $9 
where assessment remained 
static. 

A home with a market 
value of 535.000 would carry 
an 518 tax increase.

He said he was distressed 
that the general mill rate was 
set at 42.1 mills. 

However, it was pointed out 
that under recently-enacted 
provincial legislation increas¬ 
ing the homeowners’ grant 
from $ 170 to $185, with an 
extra 550 for senior citizens, 
the mill rate increase would 
bring no hardship to - the 
average homeowner;, 

Mayor Francis Elford said,

To keep the mill rate down 
and still carry out much-need¬ 
ed storm drain and sewage 
construction work, council de¬ 
cided to seek short-term loans 
of up to $80,000, rather than 
include the work in the gener¬ 
al budget.
